Explanatory  Remarks. 
1.  "  Annual  Expenditure  of  the  University  of  Toronto,  and  its  sources  of  Income.'' ' 
The  Bursar's  Returns  supply  full  information  on  both  these  subjects. 

2.  '•'  The  number  of  Professors.'7 

There  are  none  in  the  University  of  Toronto,  In  University  College  there  are 
ten  Professors,  one  Lecturer,  and  one  Tutor. 

3.  "  The  Course  of  Study:1 

The  accompanying  papers  [No.  4]  supply  full  information  relative  to  the  subjects  of 
Examination,  prescribed  by  the  Statutes  of  the  University  of  Toronto.  The  course 
of  study  pursued  in  University  College  [No.  3]  is  in  accordance  with  them  ;  but  no  in- 
struction is  there  given  in  any  department  not  included  in  the  Faculty  of  Arts, 
excepting  Agriculture  and  Meteorology. 

4.  u  The  number  of  Graduates.71 

The  number  of  Graduates  is  one  hundred  and  eleven,  and  the  number  of  degrees 
conferred  by  the  University,  under  the  designations  of  King's  College  and  University 
of  Toronto,  from  1843,  the  year  in  which  it  was  first  opened  for  the  admission  of 
Students,  up  to  the  present  date  (May  2nd.  1856,)  is  one  hundred  and  forty-eight. 
In  consequence  of  the  necessity  of  removing  from  the  Parliament  Buildings  in  1855, 
no  degrees  were  conferred  in  that  year;  and  the  regular  meeting  in  the  present  year 
for  this  purpose  will  not  be  held  until  the  month  of  June, 

5.  ''  Matriculated  Students,  as  well  as  other  Students,  distinguishing  the  day 
Students,  their  residences,  religion,  age,  and  standing  in  the  said  College 
[and  University.] 

There  are  no  Students  resident  in  either  the  University  of  Toronto,  or  univer- 
sity College.  In  the  University  of  Toronto  there  are  eighty-five  Undergraduates, 
(or  Matriculated  Students,)  in  Law,  Medicine  and  Arts,  of  whom  six  are  pursuing 
simultaneously  the  courses  in  Law  and  Arts,  and  two  are  pursuing  simultaneously 
the  courses  in  Medicine  and  Arts.  Of  the  seventy-seven  individuals,  who  are 
Undergraduates  in  the  University  of  Toronto,  there  are  thirty-six  on  the  books  of 
University  College.  In  addition  to  these  there  were  in  attendance  in  the  College 
during  the  past  year  one  hundred  and  fifteen  Students,  who  are  not  Undergraduates 
of  the  University.  A  summary  of  the  ages,  religious  denominations,  and  resi- 
dences of  the  Students  ol  the  College  is  subjoined. 


As  the  University  of  Toronto  and  University  College  are  distinct  Institutions, 
and  have  separate  functions,  the  returns  relating  to  each  are  necessarily  separate, 
Papers  No.  4,  under  the  head  of  "  The  University  of  Toronto/'  and  No.  3,  under  that 
of  "University  College,"  will  explain  the  relations  of  the  two  Institutions,

According  to  the  other  mode  of  proceeding  to  the  degree  of  BA.,  the  requi- 
sites are — 

(1)  Having  passed  an  examination  in  the  subjects  prescribed  for  Students  of 
the  standing  of  two  years  from  Matriculation.  (2)  Being  of  the  standing  of  two 
years  from  Matriculation.  (3)  Having  passed  in  each  of  these  years  an  examina- 
tion in  the  subjects  prescribed  for  each  such  year  of  the  course  appointed  for  the 
Undergraduates  in  the  Faculty  of  Arts. 

Candidates  for  Matriculation,  according  to  the  first  mode,  are  required  to  pro- 
duce satisfactory  certificates  of  good  conduct,  and  of  having  completed  the  four- 
teenth year  of  their  age. 

Candidates  for  Matriculation,  according  to  the  second  mode,  are  required  to  pro- 
duce similar  certificates  of  good  conduct,  and  of  having  completed  the  sixteenth 
year  of  their  age. 

N.B.  Neither  residence  nor  attendance  on  lectures  is  required  as  a  qualifica- 
tion for  the  degree.

3,  The  Coi  lege  Course  of  Instruction. 

There  are  three  classes  of  students  admissible  to  the  College  ;  (1)  Matriculated 
Students  :  Those  who  have  passed  the  matriculation  examination  in  any  University 
in  Her  Majesty's  dominions;  (2)  Matriculants:  Those  who  desire  to  qualify  them- 
selves for  passing  an  examination  in  the  subjects  appointed  by  the  University  of 
Toronto  for  students  of  the  standing  of  two  years  from  matriculation  ;  and  (3) 
Occasional  Students  :  Those  who  desire  to  attend,  during  an  academic  year  or  term, 
such  courses  of  lectures  as  they  prefer. 

Candidates  for  admission  as  Matriculated  Students,  are  required  to  produce  cer- 
tificated of  good  conduct,  and  of  having  passed  the  matriculation  examination. 

Candidates  for  admission  as  Matriculants,  are  required  to  produce  certificates 
of  good  conduct,  and  of  having  completed  the  fourteenth  year  of  their  age,  and  in 
addition,  to  satisfy  the  professors  on  examination,  that  they  have  the  requisite 
qualifications  for  entering  on  the  course  of  study  which  they  purpose  pursuing. 
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Candidates  for  admission  as  Occasional  Students,  are  not  required  to  produce 
any  certificates,  or  to  pass  any  examination. 

Matriculated  students  and  Matriculants  are  required,  during  their  attendance 
on  lectures,  to  reside  in  licensed  boarding  houses,  or  in  such  other  houses  as  have 
been  selected  by  their  parents  or  guardians,  and  approved  by  the  President  of  the 
College. 

Terms. 

The  academic  year  consists  of  two  terms :  the  first  extending  from  October 
Ut  to  December  20th  ;  and  the  second  from  January  7th  to  May  18th. 

Examinations.. 

An  examination  is  held  at  the  end  of  each  term  in  the  subjects  of  lectures 
during  that  term.  Prizes  of  books  will  be  given  for  proficiency  in  each  department, 
as  evinced  at  the  two  examinations.  Separate  prizes  are  offered  for  competition 
amongst  Occasional  Students.

Fourth  year. 

Aristophanes,  Euripides,  Pindar,  Thucydides,  Longinus}  Aristotle,  Lucretius, 
Plautus,  Persius,  Juvenal,  and  Tacitus. 

In  Logic,  the  text  book  is  *'  Walker's  Commentary  on  Murray's  Logic." 

In  Rhetoric,  special  attention  is  given  to  Aristotli.'s  treatise,  and  to  Cicero  de 
Oratore. 

Mr.  Wickson  gives  instruction  in  the  Greek  and  Latin  languages  to  a  junior 
class  of  students. 
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METAPHYSICS    AND    ETHICS. 

Professor — Rev.  James  Beaven,  D.D. 

Metaphysics. 

Some  elementary  portions  of  Metaphysics  are  conveyed  in  teaching  the  art  of 
Logic.  The  text-books  at  present  employed  by  the  Professor  are  Locke's  Essay  on 
the  Understanding,  Brown's  Philosophy  of  the  Human  Mind,  Lectures,  1-72;  Reid's 
Intellectual  Powers,  (Hamilton's  edition),  Stewart's  Moral  and  Active  Powers,  and 
Morell's  History  of  Modern  Philosophy,  and  (for  the  Ancient  Metaphysics)  Cicero's 
Academica  and  his  Fragment  De  Fato,  with  Aristotle's  Metaphysics.  A  course  of 
lectures  is  also  delivered  in  the  third  year  on  the  History  of  Metaphysics,  both  an- 
cient and  modern. 

Moral  Philosophy. 

The  text-books  in  this  subject  are  Paley's  Natural  Theology,  Cicero  De  Natura 
Deorum,  Paley's  Evidences  of  Christianity*  Butler's  Analogy  of  Natural  and  Revealed 
Religion,  Paley's  Moral  Philosophy,  Cicero  De  OJiciis  (including  De  Amicitia),  his 
Disputationes  Tusculanoz,  and  De  Finibus  Bonorum  et  Malorum,  Aristotle's  Nicornachean 
Ethics,  and  Xenophon's  Memorabilia. 

The  text-books  are  illustrated  in  the  Professor's  Lectures,  in  part  by  analysis, 
and  in  part  by  remarks  and  discussions,  either  explanatory  of  the  statements  or 
views  of  the  author,  or  more  frequently  in  correction  of  them  where  they  appear 
to  be  erroneous,  or  where  further  information  seems  desirable.  Thp  Greek  and 
Latin  works  are  so  read  as  not  pass  over  any  material  difficulties,  whether  of  con- 
struction or  historical  allusion. 

HISTORY    AND    ENGLISH    LITERATURE. 

Professor — D.  Wilson,  LL.D. 

In  this  department  there  are  four  classes  for  Students  entering  on  the  ordinary 
course,  each  embracing  the  branches  of  English  Literature  and  Language,  and  of 
History. 

The  course  for  Honors,  in  addition  to  the  above,  includes  the  historical  and 
critical  analysis  of  portions  of  the  following  authors  : 
(a.)  Pier's  Ploughman,  Chaucer,    Dunbar,  Spencer,  Shakespear,  Milton,  Dryden, 

Pope,  Cowper,  Wordsworth,  and  Scott. 
(b.)  Bacon,  Sir  Thomas  Brown,  Jeremy  Taylor,  Addison,  Johnson,  and  Foster, 
(c.)  Gibbon,  Clarendon,  Hume,  Macaulay,  Prichard,  Kemble,  and  Latham. 

In  addition,  a  Course  of  Lectures  on  the  Philosophy  of  History,  is  given  on 
Mondays,  Wednesdays,  and  Fridays,  for  Students  of  the  first,  second,  and  fourth  years, 
and  for  Occasional  Students. 

The  subjects  of  the  ordinary  course  are :

Principles  of  Literary  Criticism  and  Analysis.

MODERN    LANGUAGES. 

Professor. — Jas.  Forneri,  LL.D. 

The  Course  of  Instruction  in  this  department  comprehends  the  French,  Italian, 
German,  and  Spanish  languages,  and  literature. 

There  are  four  classes  in  French,  and  three  in  German. 

The  mode  of  instruction  is  by  Lectures,  Examinations,  Exercises,  Translation, 
Composition  and  Conversation.  The  subjects  of  the  Lectures  are  the  History  of 
Modern  Literature,  Comparative  Philology,  the  rules  of  construction,  and  the  diffi. 
culties,  peculiarities  and  genius  of  Mo.iern  Languages.  At  the  close  of  each  term, 
the  Professor  gives  a  recapitulation  of  the  principal  points  to  which  the  attention  of 
the  students  was  directed  during  the  Term. 

ORIENTAL    LITERATURE. 

Lecturer. — J.  M.  Hirschfelder,  Esq. 
1st  Year — Hebrew — 3  Lectures  per  week. 

Subjects. 

Hebrew  Grammar,  from  the  beginning  to  the  end  of  the  irregular  verbs,  taking 
Gesenins'  Grammar  as  text-book. 

Translation  of  part  of  the  book  of  Genesis. 

Lectures  on  the  History  of  the  Hebrew  Language  and  Literature. 

The  students  attending  this  class  are  required  to  commit  to  memory  a  portion 
of  the  Hebrew  Grammar  lor  each  Lecture,  upon  which  explanatory  remarks  are

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then  made,  accompanied    by  illustrations  upon  the  btack-board.     The  students  are 
also  required  to  write  exercises  upo:i  certain  parts  Of  the  Grammar. 

At  every  Lecture  the  students  are  examined  upon  the  portion  of  the  text  which 
they  havi-  b  en  translating,  and  all  philological  peculiarities,  idiomatic  expressions, 
as  well  a*  all  references  to  Oriental  customs,  B'story  or  Geography,  are  fully  ex- 
plained to  them.     This  mode  of  instruction  is  pursued  in  all  the  other  classes.

MATHEMATICS    AND    \A  !  URAL    PHILOSOPHY. 

Professor  of  Natural  Philosophy.  —J.  BL  Cfurriman,  M.  A. 

The  ordinary  mathematical  course  consists  of  Euclid,  ihee'emmts  r.f  Algebra* 
and  of  Plaae  Trigonometry  as  far  as  the  solution  of  mangles,  including  the  use  of 
Logarithms. 

The  course  f<T  Honors  comprises  in  nldito  i  to  the  above,  tho  higher  parts  of 
Algebra  with  the  theory  of  Equations,  Plane,  and  Sphcri  al  Trigonometry,  the 
Diffi  rential  and  Integral  calculus,  AnaKtical  Geometry  (plane  and  solid),  theory  of 
Differential  Equations,  and  Piane  Astronomy. 

The  ordinary  course  of  Natural  Philosophy  com-His  of  the  elements  ofstaticsr 
D  namics,  Hydrostatics,  Optics,  Acoustics  and  Asfnnomv,  so  far  afc  they  can  be 
de  wnstrated  geometrically,  togt  ihcr  w  th  th  -,v  »ippl. cation  to  machines,  monuments, 
&c>,  illustrated  by  the  apparatus  in  this  department. 
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The  course  for  Honors  comprises  Analytical  Statics,  the  Dynamics  of  a  particle 
and  r\gid  body,  Newton,  Sections  I.  II.  III.  IX.  XL,  the  Problem  of  Three  Bodies  and 
Lunar  Theoiy,  Hydrostatics  and  the  theory  of  Fluid  Motion,  Geometrical  Optics. 

It  is  in  contemplation  to  give  a  serious  of  lectures  for  the  use  of  the  Junior 
Students,  explanatory  of  the  principles  of  the  lower  branches  of  Natural  Philosophy, 
with  experimental  illustrations,  and  notices  of  the  history  and  progress  of  discovery 
in  these  sciences. 

It  is  also  intended  to  deliver  a  course  on  the  higher  subjects  of  Mathematics 
and  Natural  Philosophy,  for  the  use  of  those  Graduate  Students  who  may  contem- 
plate undergoing  the  examination  for  M.A.  with  honors. 

CHEMISTRY. 

Professor.-  H.  H.  Croft,  D.C.L. 
Elementary  Chemistry. — Two  days  a  week. 

In  this  introductory  course  the  first  principles  of  Chemistry  are  explained  and 
fully  illustrated  by  experiment,  attention  being  directed  more  particularly  to  the 
inorganic  division  of  the  science. 

Chemistry  and  Chemical  Physics. — Five  days  a  week. 

Origin  and  history  of  Chemistry — connection  with  other  sciences. 

General  properties  of  matter — adhesion  and  cohesion — crystallization — specific 
gravity,  &c. 

Heat — expansion — thermometers — ventilation — change  of  state  of  aggregation 
— vapours — meteorological  phenomena — winds — -dew — rain,  &c. 

Light  as  a  chemical  agent — Photography,  &c. 

Statical  Electricity — Galvanism — Magnetism — Electro-magnetism — Electric 
Telegraph — thunder  storms,  &c,  &c. 

Chemical  affinity — nomenclature — equivalents — atomic  theory. 

Non-metallic  elements — their  combinations. 

Vegetable  chemistry. 

Animal  chemistry. 

Application  of  Chemistry  to  Agriculture  and  to  Physiology. 

The  lectures  are  illustrated  by  experiments,  specimens,  diagrams,  and  an  ex- 
tensive collection  of  models  and  physical  apparatus. 

The  useful  applications  of  the  science  to  manufactures,  the  arts,  pharmacy  and 
medicine,  are  made  particularly  prominent.  The  detection  of  poisons  and  adul- 
terations, as  well  as  testing  in  general,  is  also  fully  considered. 

Applied  Chemistry. — Three  days  a  week. 

In  this  course  the  application  of  chemistry  to  the  arts  and  manufactures,  and 
to  the  ordinary  purposes  of  life,  is  more  fully  entered  into  ;  as,  for  instance,  glass 
making,  china  and  pottery,  gas,  sugar,  calico  printing,  dying,  tanning,  preservation 
and  preparation  of  food,  metallurgic  processes,  &c,  &c. 

The  lectures  are  illustrated  by  diagrams  and  models. 

Practical  Chemistry. — Three  days  a  week. 

Classes  are  formed  for  practical  instruction  in  chemical  manipulation,  quali- 
tative and  quantitative  analysis,  examination  of  ores  and  mineral  waters,  chemical 
and  pharmaceutical  preparations,  toxicological  investigations,  and  the  general  opera- 
tions cf  the  laboratory. 
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MINERALOGY    AND    GEOLOGY. 

Professor.— E.  J.  Chapman,  Esq. 

(Late  Professor  in  University  College,  London.) 

Three  separate  courses  of  lectures  are  given  on  these  subjects  :  an  elementary 
course  (of  two  lectures  in  the  week)  for  general  students,  and  two  advanced  courses 
of  daily  lectures,  Saturdays  excepted.  In  each  division,  the  lectures  are  illustrated 
by  numerous  diagrams,  specimens  and  models. 

General  Course:— A  mixed  el°me"tary  ?ourse  on  Mineralogy  and  Geology  in- 
cluding the  leading  principles  of  Physical  Geography. 

This  Course  comprises  about  fifty  lectures,  find  is  discussed  in  the  following 
order : — 

1.  General  nature  and  connection  of  these  sciences  ;  method  of  study  adopted 
for  the  course.  2.  Characters  by  which  the  discrimination  of  minerals  is  effected. 
3.  Practical  application  of  these  characters.  4.  Principal  rock-divisions  ;  minerals 
present  as  constituents  in  rock  masses,  or  of  common  occurrence  in  the  same  5. 
Igneous  and  crystalline  rocks:  metamorphic  theory.  6.  Metallic  veins.  7.  Metals 
and  metallic  ores.  8.  General  ideas  on  the  chemical  nature  and  classification  of 
minerals.  9.  Sedimentary  or  stratified  rocks  ;  their  modes  of  formation,  varieties 
of  structure,  and  other  kindred  questions.  10.  Organic  remains ;  principles  of 
zoological  and  botanical  classification.  11.  Sketch  of  the  earth's  physical  history; 
geological  epochs.  J 2.  Existing  geological  phenomena  ;  rock  formations  now  in 
progress ;  applications  of  physical  geography. 

First  Detailed  Coarse. — Mineralogy. 
In  this  course  the  following  subdivisions  are  adopted  . — 

1.  The  Discrimination  of  Minerals* — An  introductory  section,  in  which  the  stu- 
dent's attention  is  called  solely  to  the  practical  methods  of  discriminating,  one 
from  another,  all  minerals  of  common  occurrence,  or  general  utility.  A  new  plan 
is  pointed  out  for  the  purpose  and  illustrated  by  numerous  examples. 

2.  The  Physical  and  Chemical  Relations  of  Mineralogy.' — This  division  in- 
cludes the  subject  of  crystallography,  the  classification  of  minerals,  and  other  ques- 
tions constituting  the  general  phi'osophy  of  the  science. 

3.  Descriptive  and  Applied  Mineralogy. — Descriptions  are  here  given  of  all 
the  more  important  or  interesting  mineral  substances  that  occur  in  Nature  ;  and  the 
industrial  applications  of  these  are  fully  entered  into. 

Second  Detailed  Coarse. — Geology. 
This  course  is  discussed  under  the  following  subdivisions  : 

1.  Physical  Geology — Comprising  a  review  of  geological  phenomena,  based  on 
the  investigation  of  the  earth's  physical  conditions,  and  on  the  study  of  rocks  in 
general. 

2.  Palaeontology,  or  the  study  (f  Organic  Remains. — A  subject  not  only  of  high 
scientific  interest,  but  also  of  the  greatest  practical  importance  in  determining  the 
relative  ages  and  positions  of  rock  groups. 

;&,  Chronological  or  Historical  Geology. — The  application  of  the  preceding  branch- 
es of  inquiry  to  the  interpretation  of  the  physical  history  of  the  earth. 

4.  Economic  and  Applied  Geology. — A  sketch  of  the  more  important  geological 
applications,  with  notices  of  rock  materials  used  in  agriculture  and  the  arts. 

A  detailed  syllabus  of  each  of  these  courses  may  be  had,  on  application  to  the 
IVesideni  of  the  College,  or  to  the  Professor. 
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NATURAL    HISTORY. 

Professor— Rev.  Willliam  Hincks,  F.L.S. 
(Late  Professor  in  Queen's  College,  Cork.) 
Lectures  are  delivered  daily  (except  Saturday). 

The  course  includes  comparative  physiology  and  an  outline  of  the  systematic 
arrangement  of  the  animal  and  vegetable  kingdoms,  treated  according  to  the  follow- 
ing plan : 

Introductory  considerations ;  nature  of  organization ;  differences  between  organ- 
ized and  unorganized  bodies,  and  between  animals  and  vegetables  ;  elementarv  struc- 
ture of  organized  bodies  so  far  as  is  common  to  both  kingdoms  ;  varieties  of  animal 
tissues  ;  of  the  nervous  system  and  of  the  senses;  intelligence  and  instinct;  of  the 
muscular  system  and  of  motion  ;  of  digestion,  circulation,  respiration  and  secretion; 
of  reproduction  and  its  peculiar  modes  ;  embryology  ;  metamorphosis ;  principles  of 
classification;  explanation  and  illustration  of  the  method  adopted:  distribution  of 
animals  ;  relations  of  the  animal  creation  to  the  successive  states  of  the  earth's 
surface,  the  knowledge  of  which  is  preserved  in  its  solid  strata.  Vegetable  kingdom  ; 
vessels  ;  vegetable  tissues  and  their  contents  ;  stomata,  hairs,  and  glands  ;  nutritive 
elementary  structure ;  varieties  of  cells ;  forms,  and  peculiarities  of  system ; 
the  root,  the  stem,  the  leaf,  their  structure  and  modifications ;  food  of  plants ; 
process  of  nutrition  ;  influences  on  reproductive  systems  ;  essential  organs,  accessory 
organs,  their  relation  to  parts  of  the  nutritive  system  ;  circles  of  parts ;  circumstan- 
ces which  modify  the  structure  of  flowers;  progress,  structure,  and  varieties  of  the 
fruit;  comparitive  importance  of  organs,  and  of  circumstances  connected  with  them, 
in  furnishing  a  basis  for  classification;  sketch  of  the  progress  of  systematic  botany: 
explanation  and  illustrations  of  the  arrangement  adopted,  which  is  that  of  Dr.  Lind- 
ley ;  distribution  of  plants  ;  fossil  botany. 

An  elementary  course  is  delivered  on  Monday  and  Wednesday  the  object  of 
which  is  to  communicate  general  views  and  principles,  and  to  lay  a  suitable  foun- 
dation for  the  more  extended  course. 

The  lectures  are  copiously  illustrated  by  specimens,  diagrams,  and  drawings. 

METEOROLOGY. 

Professor. — G.  T.  Kingston,  M.A. 

Preliminary  remarks  on  the  nature  and  object  of  the  science. 

A  brief  examination  of  some  of  the  properties  of  heat  and  the  gaseous  bodies. 

A  description  of  the  construction  and  use  of  meteorological  instruments,  and 
of  the  mode  of  registering  and  classifying  the  data  which  these  instruments 
severally  furnish. 

Considerations  relative  to  temperature,  with  its  diurnal  and  annual  variations 
and  geographical  distribution. 

An  enquiry  into  the  causes  and  physical  peculiarities  of  the  different  winds. 

An  investigation  of  aqueous  phenomem,  including  the  variations  in  the 
hygrometric  condition  of  the  atmosphere  ;  the  formation  of  clouds,  fog,  dew,  rain 
and  snow  ;  comparative  prevalence  of  rain  in  different  periods  and  in  different 
regions. 

Examination  of  the  laws  regulating  the  diurnal,  annual  and  geographical 
fluctuations  of  barometric  pressure.  Connection  between  wind,  the  indications  of 
the  barometer,  and  aqueous  precipitation. 

Practical  application  of  Meteorology,  with  reference  to  animal  and  vegetable 
life  and  the  industrial  occupation  of  man. 
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AGRICULTURE. 

Professor — George  Buckland,  Esq. 
Lectures  are  delivered  daily  (except  Saturday)  The  course  comprehends — 

I. 

Eidory  of  the  Art 

(a.)  Agriculture,  as  understood  and  practised  by  the  ancients. 
(b.)  Agriculture  during  the  Middle  Ages. 
(c.)  Modern  Agriculture. 

II. 

The  Science  of  Agriculture. 

(a.)  Soils, — their  origin,  composition,  distribution,  classification,  &c, 
Relations  of  Geology,  Chemical  and  Mechanical  Analyses. 

(b.)  Plants, — their  structure,  composition,  growth,  &c.  Manures. — theory, 
action  and  relative  value  of. — Modes  of  preparing,  applying,  and  economis- 
ing.— Relations  of  Chemistry  and  Botany  to  Agriculture. 

(c.)  The  domesticated  Animals  of  the  farm, — History  and  description  of 
varieties  or  breeds. — The  principles  of  breeding,  with  biographical  sketches 
of  the  more  distinguished  breeders. — Diseases  and  treatment.— Relations  of 
Animal  Physiology  to  breeding,  feeding,  &c. 

(d.)  Influence  of  Climate  on  agricultural  productions,  both  animal  and  ve- 
getable ;  value  of  a  knowledge  of  Meteorology  and  Physical  Geography  to 
farmers.

(g.)  Dairy  management, — Butter  and  cheese  making,  &c. 

(h. )  Agriculture  as  a  pursuit, — Economic  importance  of. — Its  place  in  a  sys- 
tem of  general  education. — Tendency  to  foster  feelings  of  patriotism,  &c. 

N.  B. — Instructions  are  regularly  given  on  the  Experimental  Farm  attached 
to  the  Chair  of  Agriculture,  illustrating  the  principles  of  practice  with  science. 

The  Professors  of  Chemistry,  Natural  History  (including  Botany  and  En- 
tomology), Geology  and  Mineralogy,  each  give  special  lectures  on  those  branches 
of  Scientific  Agriculture  which   come  within  their  respective  departments. 
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LIBRARY. 

The  Library  contains  a  small  but  valuable  collection  of  works  in  the  differ- 
ent depar  merits  o:  science  and  literature.  The  number  of  vo'umes  exceeds  6000, 
and  the  selection  has  been  made  mainly  with  a  view  to  their  practical  utility  as 
books  of  refer  nee. 

The  Library  is  open  every  day  (excepting  Sundays),  from  10  to  3  o'clock, 
and  the  Students  are  admissible. 

MUSEUM  OF  NATURAL  HISTORY. 

The  object  of  ihis  Museum,  which  has  been  but  recently  established,  is  to 
afford  means  of  illustrating  the  Professors'  lectures  in  the  various  departments 
of  Zoology  and  Botany,  and  also  to  assist  and  encourage  1  he  fur, her  pursuit  of 
Natural  Hi story,  by  exhibiting  as  great  a  variety  of  objects  as  circumstances 
will  allow,  paying  special  regard  to  the  productions  of  Canada  A  room  has 
been  suitably  fitted  up  for  receiving  the  specimens,  and  the  following  statement 
will  shew  the  progress  which  has  been  already  made  : — Of  Mammili  ,  there  are 
about  o0  specimens,  affording  eyamples  of  most,  of  the  orders,  and  including 
some  rare  and  highly  interesting  species,  besides  skulls,  horns,  &c. 

Of  birds,  thereabout  360  specimens,  of  which  above  2-0  are  already  set 
up;  besides,  isbout  70  species  of  eggs.  In  selecting  the  specimens,  paiticular 
cire  h  s   been  taken    to  include  represen  atives  of  all  the  different  tribes. 

Of  Reptiles,  there  are  upwards  of  70  species. 

Of  Fishes,  about  20  species. 

In  addition  to  a  few  Crustacea  and  Arachnida,  there  is  an  extensive  and 
valuable  series,  illustrative  of  the  received  divisions  of  insects,  includng  m;my 
rare  and  beautiful  species.  Considerable  progress  has  been  made  in  forming  a 
collection  of  /dollusca,  and  there  are  a  few  good  examples  of  the  leading  forms 
of  Zoophyt  s. 

The  Botanical  Collec'ion  has  been  commenced.

REPLIES  by  the  Bursar  of  the  University  and  Colleges  at  Toronto  to  the  Items 
specified  in  an  Address  to  His  Excellency  the  Governor  General,  voted 
by  the  Honorable  the  Legislative  Assembly  of  Canada,  on  7th  March, 
1856,  for  information  regarding  said  University  and  Colleges. 

Item  No.  1. — -t4The  number  of  Acres  of  Land  originally  set  apart  for  the  En- 
"•'  dowment  of  the  University  of  Toronto  and  the  Upper  Canada  Colleges  respectively.5' 

Bursar's  Reply. — The  quantity  of  land  originally  set  apart  for  the  Endowment  of 
King's  College,  now  the  property  of  the  University  of  Toronto,  was,  as  determined 
by  the  Commission  of  Enquiry  into  the  affairs  of  King's  College,  225,957  acres. 

The  Endowment  bestowed  upon  Upper  Canada  College,  as  determined  by  the 
name  Commission,  was  as  follows  : — 

1st.  Block  A,  known  as  Russell  Square,  containing  nine  acres,  and  constituting 
the  present  site  of  the  College. 

2nd.  Part  of  Block  D,  City  of  Toronto,  on  the  East  side  of  Church  street,  bounded 
by  Adelaide  street  on  the  S'.uth,  Nelson  street  on  the  East,  and  Richmond  street  on 
the  North,  containing  5J  acres. 

3rd.  Three  separate  Gran  Is  of  Land  in  various  parts  of  the  Province,  amounting 
in.  all  to  63,268  acres. 


Item  2. — "The  number  of  acres  sold,  up  to  the  passing  of  the  Act  16  Vict,,  cap. 
89." 

Bursar's  Reply.— The  number  of  acres  of  University  land  sold,  up  to  the  passing 
of  the  Act  16  Vict.,  cap.  89,  was  157,082  J. 

The  quantity  sold  on  Upper  Canada  College  account,  to  the  same  period,  was,  of 
he  rural  lots,  28,959^  acres  ;— -of  Block  D,  40  out  of  the  46  lots  into  which  it  had 
een  divided. 


Item  No.  3. — u  The  amount  of  the  principal  of  the  Income  Fund  of  the  Univer-

Bursars  Reply. — Although  the  Bursar  has  carefully  considered  this  Item,  yet  he 
vis  not  sure  that  he  clearly  comprehends  what  is  required. 

The  Act  16  Vict.,  cap.  89,  established  two  funds  for  each  Institution,  the  "  Per- 
"marient  Fund'5  and  the  "Income  Fund."  Purchase  Money  of  property  sold  and 
principal  of  money  invented  were  to  constitute  the  Permanent  Fund.  Fees,  where 
payable  into  the  general  funds  ;  rents,  issue,  and  profits,  interest,  and  other  casual 
and  periodical  incomings  were  to  form  the  Income  Fund. 

Assuming  that  the  object  of  the  present  enquiry  is  to  ascertain,  as  nearly  as 
possible,  what  may  be  the  probable  ultimate  amount  of  the  productive  property  or 
capital  of  the  Institutions,  the  Bursar  has  shaped  his  reply  as  follows: — 

The  productive  property  of  the  University  consists  of  Balances  on  Sales  of  Land 
Ground  Rents,  Mortgages,  Debentures,  Bank  Stock  and  Leased  Lands. 

The  Income  for  the  present  year  from  all  these  sources,  except  the  two  last,  cal- 
culated at  six  per  cent,  on  balances  taken  as  of  date  3 1st  December  last  unless 
where,  as  in  Ground  Rents,  a  specific  sum  per  annum  is  payable  (and  deducting 
interest  of  over  investment)  is  £14,548.  Taking  Debentures  and  Ground  Rent  at

As  to  the  quantity  of  ground  so  set  apart,  if  a  continuation  of  the  western 
boundary  of  the  Queen  Street  Avenue  is  assumed  to  be  the  eastern  boundary  ot 
the  land  so  set  apart,  the  quantity,  according  to  the  measurement  given  by  Mr. 
Passmore,  in  tli3  plan  of  his  recent  survey,  will  be  between  103  and  104  acres. 

As  to  its  value,  the  Commission  of  Enquiry  into  the  affairs  of  King's  College,  in 
their  Report  presented  in  the  year  1851,  estimated  the  University  grounds  as  worth 
three  or  tour  times  their  entire  cost  to  the  University.  That  cost  was  given  as 
within  a  mere  tr.fle  of  £l4,"00.     Four  times  that  amount  would  be  £56,000. 

The  proportion  of. ground  set  apart  as  above  stated  for  the  use  and  purposes  of 
the  University,  is  about  two-thirds  of  the  whole  park.

Toronto,  26th  April,  1856. 

Honorable  Sir,— Your  letter  of  the  16th  instant,  requesting  me  to  furnish  you 
for  the  information  of  the  Legislative  Assembly,  a  return  shewing  the  annual 
Expenditure  of  the  College  of  Reuiopolis.  &c,  was  placed  in  my  hands  on  board 
the  boat  when  I  was  leaving  Kingston  last  week,  and  this  circumstance  accounts  for 
my  not  answering  it  sooner. 

Nearly  all  the  information  required  has  already  heen  furnished  in  my  return 
of  January  last,  to  the  Auditor  General  of  Accounts.  What  follows,  will,  I  believe, 
suoply  the  deficiency — two  of  the  Students  have  received  the  Degree  of  B.  A.,  in 
the  University  of  Laval.  Our  present  limited  number  of  Professors  compels  us, 
for  the  present  not  to  receive  as  Boarders  any  one  but  those  who  are  intended  for 
the  Ecclesiastical  State,  and  therefore  the  number  of  Boarders  this  year  is  limited 
to  seventeen.  There  are  fifty-three  day  scholars,  who  are,  I  believe,  ail  Catholics. 
The  Catholic  Scholars  alone  are  bound  to  attend  the  religious  instruction  given  in 
the  College.  Twenty  five  are  studying  Logics  and  Astronomy;  ten  are  in 
Rhetoric,  and  the  others  are  studying  Belles  Lettres  and  Algebra.  As  i  have  given 
the  above  statement  from  memory,  in  case  of  my  discovering  any  error,  1  will 
correct  it  as  soon  as  I  will  return  to  Kingston.

Sir, — In  reply  to  your  communication  of  the  16th  April  ulto.,  I  beg  leave  to 
transmit  to  you,  for  the  information  of  the  Legislative  Assembly,  a  copy  of  a  letter, 
and  accompan)ing  Schedule,  sent  by  me  on  the  8th  January,  1856,  to  the  Hon'ble 
Mr.  Langton.  This  return  embraces  most  of  the  points  to  which  your  communica- 
tion refers.  The  lists  of  Graduates  and  matriculated  Students  also  now  enclosed, 
together  with  the  information  from  the  Secretary  of  the  Medical  Faculty,  also 
forwarded  herewith,  are  sent  in  answer  to  the  others.

Report  on  the  state  of  (he  College. 


University  of  Queen's  College, 

Kingston,  8th  January,  1856. 

Sir,-  I  have  the  honor  to  acknowledge  receipt  ot  your  letter  of  6th  ulto.,  and, 
in  reply,  have  to  state,  for  the  information  of  His  Excellency,  that  since  last  Report, 
a  building  and  ground,  suitable  for  College  purposes,  have  been  purchased  by  the 
Trustees  from  the  Venerable  Archdeacon  Stewart  for  the  sum  of  .£6,000.  Of  this 
amount  £3,000  has  been  paid,  with  considerable  difficulty,  and  effort  to  obtain 
subscriptions  throughout  the  Province;  but  the  remainder  is  still  a  debt  due  by  this 
University  which  will  require  the  utmost  exertions  for  several  years  to  liquidate. 
The  next  instalment  of  £1.000  falls  due  on  the  8th  February,  1850. 

A  medical  Faculty  also,  was  established  in  1854,  and  has  been  very  successful 
in  its  operations,  the  number  of  Students  now  attending  the  Medical  Classes  being 
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double  the  number  during  the  Session  of  1854-55.  It  is  supported  solely  by  the 
fees  of  the  Students,  and  a  Grant  from  the  Legislature.  A  separate  report  from  the 
Secretary  to  the  Medical  Faculty  is  herewith  enclosed 

I  have  further  to  state  for  the  information  of  His  Excellency,  that  the  small- 
ness  of  the  sum  at  their  disposal  has  hitherto  prevented  the  Trustees  from  appointing, 
as  they  are  earnestly  desirous  to  do,  additional  Professors  in  the  Literary  and 
Philosophical  department,  and  other  branches  of  knowledge  of  great  public  utility, 
and  making  important  additions  to  the  Library  and  apparatus,  and  the  accommoda- 
tion in  the  College  Buildings,  which  the  objects  of  the  Institution,  and  the  increasing 
number  of  Students,  render  almost  indispensable.  A  special  grant  by  the  Legislature, 
to  aid  in  the  payment  of  the  debt  on  the  College  Buildings,  would  serve  to  relieve 
in  some  measure  the  College  funds  from  the  burthen  which  in  the  mean  time  so 
heavily  presses  on  them. 

A  statistical  table  in  terms  of  the  Act  is  appended  to  this  return.  The  total 
increase  in  the  number  of  matriculated  students  above  that  of  last  year  is  34. 

I  may  also  state,  for  the  information  of  His  Excellency,  that  a  Preparatory,  or 
College  school  attended  at  present  by  58  pupils  receiving  a  thorough  instruction, 
from  a  Head  Mastei,  and  two  assistant  Teachers,  in  the  usual  branches  of  a  general, 
Classical,  and  Mathematical  Education,  is  connected  with,  and  partly  supported 
by  the  funds  of  the  Institution.  It  is  attended,  however,  by  altogether  different 
pupils,  none  but  students  Matriculated  after  previous  Examination  being  admitted 
into  the  College. 

The  total  number  therefore,  now  receiving  instruction  in  connection  with 
Queen's  College  is  145.

Memorandum  of  the  Medical  Faculty. 


With  reference  to  the  letter  of  the  Provincial  Secretary,  of  the  16th  instant, 
-equesting  information  regarding  Queen's  College,  I  have  to  say,  that  in  January 
ast,  I  made  a  statement  to  the  Government  reiative  to  the  Medical  Department, 
conveying  the  greater  part  of  the  information  now  sought. 

I  then  stated  that  £300  had  been  expended  in  apparatus,  and  £200  in  building. 

As  to  Students,  I  intimateel  that  there  were  in  1854-55  twenty-three,  and  in 
1855-56  forty-seven.

Anxious  to  give  the  Legislature  all  the  information  in  my  power,  I  send  you, 
as  accompaniments  to  this  statement,  certain  publications  bearing  upon  the  subject, 
namely,  the  announcement  of  the  Medical  Faculty  for  last  year ;  the  Address  of 
Professor  George  to  the  Graduates  of  1854-55  ;  a  Reply  to  an  attack  made  by  cer- 
tain parties  connected  with  McGill  College  ;  an  answer  to  the  Toronto  Globe  ;  and 
Remarks  on  what  lately  fell  from  the  lips  of  certain  members  of  the  House  of  As- 
sembly. These  documents  contain  facts  which  may  assist  the  Government  in  forming 
an  opinion  regarding  our  claims  to  their  support.
